1. Recently a PBCHORD employee reported that he had been contacted hy a 
Russian who asked him to inform on emigres and Americans at PBCHORD. The 
employee received this propostion twice j the second time he declined and 
threatened to call the police if the proposal were made again. We are trans- 
mitting the PBCHORD report of this matter (CAM 5-58) under separate cover for 
your information* 

2. We have not been able to identify the person who made the offer to 
the PBCHORD employee nor the friend of the employee who served to introduce 
the stranger to the PBCHORDER. We note in our files only that SHUBA 28U has 
the same name as the individual who made the proposition. An identity is 
extremely unlikely; it will be noted, moreover, that the spelling of the two 
names which we attempted to trace is questionable. EZ ""^office, too, 
was unable to provide more identifying information than that which is cited 
in CAM 5-58.
